There are sincere and respectable differences of 
bpinion in regard to the efficacy or economic 
soundness of the McNary-Haugen agriculture sur- 
plus control measure, but the vote that defeated 
it was primarily a sectional vote.

the politics of Austria, either under the monarchy 
or the republic. 

“This was his greatest qualification for filling 
the position of our national executive,’ one of his 
friends and ardent admirers told me. “ The prin- 


cipal function of the position is to keep out of poli- 
tics, but if we ever have a president who tries to 


participate in the political life of the country he 
will be unable to do so, because the constitution is 
so fixed that the post is stripped of all power and 
! The president of the republic of Aus- 
tria is a figurehead.” 

One of the greatest troubles of Austria today is 
that it is more of a confederation of small prov- 
inces than a republic. The powers of the federal 


been so limited by the component states that the 
conservative majority in the national assembly is 
unable to stem the socialistic trend of the state of 
Vienna and the increasingly strong state rights 
tendencies of the country provinces. 

I am not permitted to quote what views Presi- 
dent Hainisch expressed to me during the two 
hours we talked together here in his offices in the 
old palace of the Emperor Francis Joseph. This 68 
year old retired scientist and agriculturist seemed 
to have peen specially chosen to fit into the scheme 
of interior decorations of the old palace.

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You Can Massage 
Away Those Lines 


“ How do you give yourself a facial?” 
a reader. “I particularly want 
to know how to iron out the lines 
around the mouth.” 

The object of a facial is to induce a 
copious supply of blood without break- 
ing down the fat cells which underlie 
the skin. So, a firm, light touch is 
best. And facial massage should 
always be done with an upward move- 
ment, to prevent sagging. 

Before beginning one, the face 
should be thoroughly cleansed with 
soap and water. 
Water, though. Dip the fingers in 
cream and begin to massage at the 
outer corners of the eyes. Begin a 
light but firm circling movement, 
where the laughing wrinkles come, 
with the forefingers of each hand. 
Use this movement to rub in the cream 
then stroke the wrinkles upward and 
outward. 

Dip the fingers into the cream nal 
begin an outward strokiug under the 
eyes with the two forefingers. Use a 
slow steady pressure and follow the 
eye out beyond the temples. 

For forehead wrinkles, if perpen- 
dicular and between the eyebrows mas- 
sage the lines upward and outward 
with the fingers. Use a circular move. 
ment on the other forehead wrinkles. 

In massaging the lines about the 
mouth you should gently pinch the 
parts as you massage with an _ up- 
ward lift, though taking care not to 
stretch the skin. Use only the strok- 
ing movement after the _ pinching. 
Use the upward stroke movement and 
massage from chin to temple to erad- 
icate the fine little lines that come in 
the skin with increasing years. | 

There really is not any difficulty 
about administerjng a massage to one’s 
face, except that of doing it regularly 
every night. After you have finished 
with the stroking , wipe off the super- 


flUuous cream and go over the face 
with a lump of ice wrapped in a thin 
towel, rubbing your face with steadv 
upward stroke again. Continue until 
the face feels firm and cool to the 
touch. | 

Be persistent, even though at first 
the effects seem to wear off soon. The 
daily care will show in time in skin 
of finer and firmer texture. —
